She"will be 
arraigned at 9 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing before Justice of the Peace Manshit, 
in this city. Miss Wilson's lawyers have 
not yet indicated just what their line of 
defense will be, but there is reason to 
believe that it will be justifiable homi- 
cide. Insanity will porbably be ulead- 
ed as a defense only as a last resort, it 
is thought, for tlie Ohio law provide? 
that ajiy person who is declared to have 
been insane during the commission of 
a homicide shall be confined in an asy- 
lum arid if ever restored- to safcity shall 
then be tried for the crime. 


It is now believed by the police and 
prosecutor, who have been working un- 
ceasingly on the case since the murder 
was committed, that Miss Wilson had 
tho revolver with which she shot Jacobs 
concealed under the cushion of the chair 
in which she sajt at the sewing machine 
in the dining room when Jacobs cai^e in- 
to that room and sat down just before 
the shooting.

GERMAN LOSSES IN BALTIC. 


Russians Have Damaged Naval Units, 
Says Petrograd. 


Petrograd, March 29.—Severe losses 
have been inflicted upon the German na- 


val units in the Baltic sea by the Bus 
sians, according to a semi-official re 
view of the operations there made pub- 
lic last night. German submarines aro 
said to have suffered considerably while 
a number of transports loaded with sup- 
plies have been destroyed. 
The state- 
ment follows: 


"Early in September the activity ot 
our fleet in the southern Baltic com- 
pelled the enemy to modify his plan and 
concentrate his chief efforts upon opera- 
tions by submarines. 
Nineteen of these 
attacks were made in two months but 
only one was successful. 
Enemy sub- 
marines suffered considerably. 
Our fleet 
has developed intense activity along the 
enemy's coast. 
Details of the opera- 
tions cannot be published yet but the 
enemy sufftered heavy losses in fighting 
units and has been seriously impeded in 
the operations along his own coast in 
the loss of a number of transports with 
munitions." 


RIGID OENSORSHIP ON. 


Italy Prohibits Publication of Military 
News. 


Rome, March 28 (8:35 p. m. Via Paris, 
March 29, 5:20 a. m.)—A rigid censor- 
ship upon the publication of military 
news from March 31 to July 30 has been 
established by a royal decree issued in 
accordance with a decision reached by a 
council of ministers Saturday. The pub- 
lication is prohibited of information re- 
garding the formation, movements'or as. 
signments of units of the army, navy 
and aerial forces, or even of soldiers and 
sailors. 


The prohibition includes arrangements 
made for the transportation of naval 
and military forces, the sanitary con- 
dition of troops or sailors, as well as 
details regarding armament provided on 
all works of defense. 
Even scientific 
discussions of military questions come 
under the ban as well as criticisims of 
the army or navy.

Chicago, March 29.—Professor Charles 
Richmond Henderson became generally 
known to the nation in 1892 when, as 
a member of an arbitration committee, 
he was largely instrumental in settling 
the Detroit, Mich., street car strike. He 
was at that time pastor of the Wood- 
ward avenue Baptist church' in Detroit. 
After his success in the street car arbi- 
tration, Prof. 
Henderson 
was chosen 
professor of sociology of the University 
of Chicago, Sept. 15, 1902. 


Prof. Henderson's 
associates on the 
faculty termed 
him a martyr. 
When 
he was appointed chairman of the muni- 
cipal commission on employment in Chi- 
cago last fall he was warned by his 
physician that his health; worn down by 
overwork, would not admit his incurring 
the additional burdens of this task. In 
spite of this he accepted the chairman- 
ship and devoted much time to studying 
the current question of unemployment 
here. In 1899 Prof. Henderson served as 
president of the national conference of 
charities and corrections, in 1902 he was 
president of the American Prison asso- 
ciation and in 1899 president of the IsTa- 
tional Children's Home society.

The United States Census 
Bureau 
has issued an elaborate report on the 
assessment of property for tuution in 
the variouit states of the Union, and a 
Binj(le glanee at the figures is enough 
to demovfittrate the groea 
inequalities 
and tlvo lack of system and uniformity 
of the present methods, of ta^t&tion. 


'it appears from this report that the 
per capita value of property as assess- 
ed for taxation 
is 91,629 in Kansas 
and $554 in Missouri. It is obvious that 
the per 
capita wealth of Kansas 
is 
not three times that of Missouri. Tlie 
«xplanation, of course, is that the two 
states have different 
bases 
for their 
assessments. The Jklissouri law, as well 
as the Kansas law, requires taxes to be 
based on the actual value of property, 
but in Missouri the custom is to make 
the assessed value 50 per cent, or loss, 
of the actual value, AvhUe in Kansas an 
attempt is made to arrive at full val- 
ue. _ 


The per capita assessed 
value 
of 
property in Illinois, one of the richest 
states in the Union, is only $396. In 
Ohio it is $1,305. No one will pretend 
that the actual per capita wealth is, any 
less ill Illinois: than it is in Ohio, yet 
the Illinois assessment iijrures are only 
a fourth those of Ohio. . 


Similar disparities exist in different 
communities of a single state as well ao 
between states. 


They demonstrate that guesswork and 
evasion are large elements in the as- 
sessment of property. A wholesale re- 
vision and standardization of methods 
is needed. 


j Mr. Grigg's Findings 
in Fort 
Wayne 


I 
Mr. H. H. Grigg, of Kendaliville, the president for 
Indiana of the World's Purity Federation, announces 
that he is shortly coming to Fort Wayne to deliver a series 
iof lectures in which he purposes to set forth the results of 
Ms recent inquiry into moral conditions here. He has 
hinted, also, that the disclosures are likel^'- to be of I'ather 
sensational character. It is much to be hoped that what- 
,ever Mr. Grigg has to say will be specific in its character, 
'^o possible good can come from dealing in glittering gen- 
eralities, and. unless his charges are supplemented by 
definite evidence upon which the authorities can act, little 
paay be expected in the way of beneficial results, 
f ' IsTot even the most devoted civic patriot in Fort 
Wayne will contend that the city is without fault, or that 
there is not room for moral improvement here. There is 
never a time in the life of any town when its entire citi- 
zenship has. reached a jjlane A\'here moral obliquity is en- 
tirely absent. These is small doubt but that it is here to 
some degree, and any conscientious Avarfare against it de- 
serves the commendation and the support of good citizen- 
ship. The weakness of such crusades, however, too often 
lies in the general character of the attack. It lacks «defin- 
iteness, and good ])urposes behind it are nullified by the 
Bweeping character of an indictment that leaves the plain 
implication that the entire city is a reeking mass of mor^l 
corruption. That condition plainly does not exist, and 
charges of this character naturally awaken resentment 
that hampers effort at reformation that otherwise might 
be^ most valuable and should be attended by excellent re- 
sults in cleaning up the places that are really defying 
both decency and law. 


. The Sentinel believes Fort Wayne will be glad to be 
placed in possession of whatever evidence Mr. Giigg can 
produce that will enable it to correct the evils h^e has

In ét>oh instance th^ fiend, whoever he 
was, sent an ax blade crashing into the 
brains of his sleeping victim. In each 
instance the maniac's fearful 
crimes, 
which have stained the records of five 
stated, have been enacted 
on Simday 
nights, and when the moon was emerg' 
ing from the last qi\artor into the dark 
or coining into the first quarter. 


In nearly every instance he killed a 
whole family. In nearly every instance 
he left no clew. 


After a three and a half year search 
by police and private detectives extend- 
ing all over the nation. Chief Morrison 
and'detectiyes from Monmouth, III., ar- 
m t e d Mitchell in St. Louis. He avxU be 
charged with the murder of William E. 
Daw«^, his wife and thirteen-year-old 
daughter, all of whom were slain with 
an ^ e as they elept on the night of 
September 30, 1911. 


Scores of suspccts have been taken 
after each murder. Always lack of evi- 
dence has forced their release. 


But Morrison says he has the evi- 
dence in this case. 
Police found in the 
blood spattered home of the Dawsons 
an electric flashlight. "Colorado Springs"' 
and "Lovey" were scratched on it. Two 
daughters of Dawson who were not at 
home the night of the murder and thus 
escaped with their lives declared the 
flashlight did not belong to the family. 


Mitchell was in Monmouth 
at the 
time of the murder. He disappeared 
shortly afterward, the police say. 


The killer started his program of mur- 
der in Colorado Springs, Colo., on Sep- 
tember 1», 1911, and by October 6, 19J 4, 
thirty persons had been slain 
in the 
same manner and under tlie same cir- 
cumstances. 


Harry C. Wayne, his wife and baby 
were found Avith their skulk crushed in 
and Mrs. A. Burnham and her two ba- 
bies, living next door, completed the 
Colorado Springs victims.

Some days after tlxe Judson killing, J. 
B. Jloore, his four children and two girl 
guests were victims at Villisca, la. 


Mrs, Mary Wilson and IMrs. George

December of the same year. 


Operations then ceased until July 6, 
1914, when Jacob iilislich, seventy-four 
years of age, his wife; ^L'S. Margaret 
Mansfield, their daughter, and her baby, 
Avcre slain under like conditions at Blue 
Island, 111., a south suburb of Qiicago. 


The last of the bloody program-was 
enactcd October 6, 1914, at Hartsburg, 
]\io., when jMrs. B. F. Matthews, eighty 
years of age, was murdered in bed. 


In most cases the blood-smeared axes 
were left behind and investigation prov 
od, as a rule, that they were the prop 
erty of the householders.

would trouble you, it is a bad sign. 


If Christ cam» to this dty, where would I "want Him to find me? Would 
I want Him to find me in the saloon, in a house of shame, plotting to ruin 
some confiding girl, or with some crowd of scoffers? 


1? Oirist came to this city, what would I want Him to find me 
doing? 
Would I want Him to find me shirking my duty, doing a questionable thing 
or attempting to win men to Him? 


If Christ came to this city, with whoin would He spend most of His time? 
I know that He would go wherever there was ai sinner and not be afraid of 
soiling His fine linen by going either: I know that H^ would go wherever there 
waa any onei in need, and He would go regardless of class.

Christ has B«n every stone laid in Chicago, Brooklyn, New York, Philadel- 
phia^ Boston, San Francisco, London, Paris, Berlin.

and holy things, every yielding to low ideals, every corrupt practice and every 
injustice, every oatK every theft. His judgment of yoii is not based upon the 
morning newspaper or by a rating in Bradstreet's or R. G, Dun, but by what 
He sees and knows of you every day. 


In Ti-afalgar square, lifting itself above the fog, stands the statue of Lord 
Xelson, around whose feet the crowds break like waves. It stands there a sort 
of silent exhortation to every young Englishman to give the loyalty of his 
life to old England. In a manner finer and more intimate we have Jesus, who, 
not carvod in stone, but alive, stands above and in all of lif^, of mankind, call- 
ing it to better things.

Tlierc is a story in the New Testament of how Jesus, aft«r His resurrecf 
tion, appeared in. a room where some of His disciples were gathered. His ap- 
pearance was a m.ystery, for all the doors were closed. He had apparently walk- 
ed through til© locked door. Ci-itics have sneered at that as impossible, but you 
business men know different, for He has walked through locked doors into your 
thoughts many times since that. 


Men of Kort Wayne, the eyes of Christ are upon you! I plead with you 
to act so that those eyes can smile upon you. It is a practical impossibility 
for a man to put himself face to face with Jesus Christ and unbhishingly lead 
a bad life..

"Would you have acted in the same 
manner during your first administra- 
tion?" Gill was asked.

ly. 
I told the employers and the em- 
ployes I would not tolerate violence^ 
and let it go at that. I have a different 
vie^ of such matters now. It is more 
than a police question, it seems to me. 
Not only should .^he mayor be interest- 
ed in preventing violence and bloodshed, 
but he should be actively interested in 
bringing about peace." 


There isn't an item of expense, how- 
ever routine in character, which does 
not receive the personal scrutiny of the 
mayor. 
"I didn't have time for iuch 
business detail before," says the mayor 
today. As a result the requisitions for 
various city departments have fallen olT 
.considerably. 


For years it has boon customary for 
the city hall and stockade to furnish 
meals to the police officers stationed at 
headquarters.

According to statements made to the 
police by one of the women snared in a 
raid made early Sunday morning on 
Pearl York's apartments upstairs at 241 
Pearl street, a card system is emploj'cd 
to admit gentleman callers.

German submarine warriors have 


added two names to the long list of 
vessels which they have destroyed in 
the waters about the British Isles. 
The British steamer Falada. one of 
the larger merchantmen to be sent 
to the bottom, was torpedoed off the 
coast of South Wales, probably witli 
a heavy loss of life. The British 
steamer Aguila was sunk in the Eng- 
lish channel, but her crew of 23 men 
was saved. 


Gen. von Kluck, who led the ad- 


vance of the German forces to the 
gates of Paris, in the early days of 
the war, has.been wounded. Today's 
German official 
statement says he 


was injured slightly by shrapnel and 
that his condition is 
satisfactory. 


The German offensive in Poland has 
led to sharp fighting, in which the 
Russians are said in Berlin to have 
suffered heavy losses. The war office 
announces that Tauroggen in Rus- 
sia, across the East Prussian border, 
was stormed successfully. 


In France, and Belgium there were 


minor engagements 'at various points 
yesterday. Although the struggle be- 
came .violent at times no accomplish- 
ments of importance are claimed at 
Paris or Berlin.

London, March 29.—(3:46 p. m.)—The 


'resport -of yesterday that the British 
steamer Falaba had been sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine was confirmed today. 
The Falaba was sent to the bottom yes- 
terday afternoon at Milford Haven, an 
inlet on the coast of South Wales. The 
loss of life probably was heavy. 


The Falaba was considerably larger 


than most of the British merchantmen 
.which have been sunk by German sub- 
marines. She was 380 feet long and her 
net tonnage was 3,011. She belonged to 
the Elder line, was owned in Liverpool 
and was engaged in the African trade. 


The Falaba left Liverpool on Saturday 


for the west coast of Africa with 140 
passengers and a.crew of 120 man. Her 
officers state that 
when the 
German 


submarine appeared it whistled thrice 
as a signal for the steamer to prepare 
her lifeboats but before that could be 
done a torpedo struck the ship near the 
engine room. 


Lifeboats Swamped. 


Three of the Falaba's lifeboats were 


ewamped. Many persons aboard tlie ves- 
sel were thrown into the sea where they 
struggled while the submarine circled 
about, offering, according to stories told 
by those rescued, no assistance. A fish- 
ing boat a.ppeaxcd on the 
scene and 


saved 140 of the passengers and crew.

Eight other bodies were recov- 
ered. The survivors were landed at Mil- 
ford Haven.

GERMAN LOSSEjTlN BALTIC. 


Russians Have Damaged Naval Units 


Says Petrograd. 


Petrograd, March 29,-Severe losses 


have been inflicted upon the German na- 


val units in the Baltic sea by the Rus- 
sians, according to a semi-official re- 
view of the operations there'made pub- 
lic last nigbt. German submarines arc 
said to have suffered considerably whilo 
a number of transports loaded with sup- 
plies have been 'destroyed. 
The state- 


ment follows: 


"Early in September the activity ot 


our fleet in the southern Baltic com- 
pelled the enemy to modify his plan and 
concentrate his chief efforts upon opera- 
tions by submarines. Nineteen of these 
attacks were made in two months but 
only one was successful. ' Enemy sub- 
marines suffered considerably. Our fleet 
has developed intense activity along the 
enemy's coast. 
Details of the opera- 


tions cannot be published yet but the 
enemy suffered heavy losses in fighting 
units and has been seriously impeded in 
the operations along his own coast in 
the loss of a number of transports with 
munitions."

RIGID CENSORSHIP ON. 


Italy Prohibits Publication of Military 


Hews. 


Rome, March 28 (8:35 p. m. Vin, Paris, 


March 20, 5:20 a. m.)—A rigid censor- 
ship upon the publication of military 
news from March 31 ro July 30 has been 
established by a royal decree issued in 
accordance with a decision reached by a 
council of ministers Saturday. The pub- 
lication is prohibited of information re- 
garding the formation, movements or as- 
signments of units of the army, navy 
and awial forces, or even of soldiers and 
sailors. 


The prohibition includes arrangements 


made for the transportation of naval 
and military forces, the sanitary con- 
dition of troops or sailors, aa well as 
details regarding armament provided on 
all works of defense. 
Even scientific 


discussions of military questions come 
under the ban as well as criticisims of 
the army or navy.

of Indiana, Expires in

South. 


Charleston, 
S. C., March 
29.—Dr. 


Charles R. Henderson, professor of soci- 
ology in tlie University of Chicago, died 
here today after a short illness. He was 
born at CovingtoJi, Ind., Dec. 17, 18-ltJ, 
and was graduated from the University 
of Chicago in 1870, and from the Baptist 
Union Theological seminary in 1873. Dr. 
Henderson was widely known for his 
work in sociology. 


Dr. Harry Pratt Judsou, president of 


the University of Chicago; Dr. A. W. 
Small, of the department of sociologv, 
and Mrs. Henderson will leave here for 
Chicago tomorrow morning with the 
body. 


SETTLED BIG CAR STRIKE. 


Chicago, March 29.—Professor Charles 


Richmond Henderson becamu generally 
known to the nation in 1892 when, as 
a member of an arbitration committee, 
lie was largely instrumental in settling 
the Detroit, Midi., street car strike. He 
was at that time pastor of the Wood- 
ward avenue Baptist church in Detroit. 
After his success in thu street car arbi- 
tration, Prof. 
Henderson 
was chosen 


professor of sociology of tlie University 
of Chicago, Sept. 15, 1902. 


Prof. Henderson's 
associates on the 


faculty termed 
him a martyr. When 


he was appointed chairman of the muni- 
cipal commission on employment" in Chi- 
cago last fall he was warned by his 
physician that his health, worn down by 
overwork, would not admit his incurring 
the additional burdens of this task. In 
spite of this he accepted the chairman- 
ship and devoted much time to studying 
the current question of unemployment 
here. In 1S99 Prof. Henderson served as 
president of the national conference of 
charities and corrections, in 11)02 he was 
president of the American Prison asso- 
ciation and in 18U9 president of the Na- 
tional Children's Home society.

Wayne will contciuUhat the city is without fault, or that 
there is not rooui'for moral improvement here. There is 
never a time in the life of any town when its entire citi- 
zenship has reached a plane where moral obliquity is en- 
tirely absent. These is small doubt but that it is "here to 
some degree, and any conscientious warfare against it de- 
serves the commendation and the support of good citizen- 
ship.
